The application of tho constitution 


to our late acquired territories is be- 
fore the Superior Court of the United 
States for its decision, what the judg- 
ment of the court will be is a subject 
of speculation, as McKinleyUm with 
its imperialistic tendency is before a 
eoart that may, or may not be influ- 
enced by its political bias.

SUleo and la* territory claimed by 
them before the adoption of the con- 
stitution. Tbe position is taken that 
tho constitution did u.>t. upply to any 
territory acquired 
by 
the United 


States after its adoption until action 
was taken by a United States Congress 
to authorize its application. 


It is very strange that the constitu- 


tion was not understood by its makers 
when it WSH made, as its application to 
acquired territory wan not questioned 
in the early history of its application 
to a new purchase, and for that reason 
there was not any action taken by 
Congress *o applj ite provision* to any 
additional territory acquired; but that 
deep penetration into the future of 
the constitution eould not have existed 
when it waj made, which has been 
lately developed by MuKiuleyism iu 
its new role »f iuiperia'uatu.
